follow out the policies of Mr. Roose- 
velt, such a pledge does not involve 
hi_i in any obligation to carry out 
those policies without congressional 
authO!*zatioa. The president added, 
however, that he would exert every 
influence on congress to enact legis- 
lation which =.ha!l best subserve the 
requirements cf the situation. 


President Taft created much enthu- 


siasm when he announced that he 
would urge upon congress the neces- 
sity of authorizing the secretary of 
the interior to issue $10.000.000 beads 
for the completion of irrigation pro- 
jects in the west upon which work 
has been suspended because of lack 
of funds ajid the discovery that the 
projectors, in their enthusiasm, did 
not closely observe the limitations of 
the reclamation act. Hardships have 
been 
worked 
upon many settlers 


through the suspension of work. 


Controversy Started Here. 


It was in Spokane a little while 


ago that the national irrigation con- 
gress met and the Ballinger-Pinchot 
controversy arose Secretary Ballin- 
ger was criticised by Former Gover- 
nor Pardee of California and others 
in the congress, for having recom- 
mended and secured the reopening 
for entry of lands containing water- 
power sites, which had been with- 
drawn by Mr. Roosevelt. It was as- 
serted that a "water-power trust" had 
been formed to take up all of these 
lands, and that the strong conserva- 
tion, policy begun by Mr. Piacbot with 
the support of Mr. Roosevelt had 
practically been abandoned. 


President Taft gave credit both to 


Mr. Pinchot and to Mr. Ballinser. He 
referred to the wonderful work of 
Mr. Pinchot, and said that while that 
work had brought denunciation at 
first, it was- -HOW -generally realized 
that the reforms inaugurated by Mr. 
Pinchot were not only necessary, but 
should have been begun 10 years ago. 


The president defended the reopen- 


ing of lacds by the present adminis- 
tration as a compliance with existing 
laws, and declared that Mr. BalUn- 
ger's views are in strict accord with 
those of the administration, and will 
aid in putting the Roosevelt policy of 
conservation on a firmer basis. 


Since his entry into the west and 


tnc testimony of his own eyes as to 
the miracles wrought by a touch of 
water upon the virgin land, the presi- 
dent has been an enthusiastic expo- 
nent of irrigation.

FISH 


The fall work of the state fish and 


game commission with fish spawn has 
just commenced^ and w.ll continue 
for some weeks 
Acting under the 


!a«- State Game Warden John 
C. 


Speaks will place a man on every 
large fishing boat operating in Ohio 
waters ^of Lake Brie TO secure the 
spawn . 


"Herring and whitefish," said Gen- 


eral Speaks Saturday" are fall spawn 
ing fish. They spawn only in the 
fall. 
Most of the other fish spawn 


in the spring only. Up to this time 
the herring and the whitefish have 
kept in the deep waters of the lake. 
That means, they have been up to- 
ward the east end of the lake. 
That 


is the deep part of Lf&e Brie. The 
whole west end is 
comparatively 


shallow. 


'"That of course, offers, a fine spawn 


ing bed and it is oa> their wav to 
this spawning bed that the fish are 
now found. 
Many of them 'are al- 


ready there. 
The fishermen will in- 


tercept and take many of them en- 
route. 


L*am by {Experience 


Of course all the fish that are so 


intercepted and taken will be prevent- 
ed from spawning and "we thought 
formerly that there was no way by 
which the propagation of fish in Lake 
Erie could be maintained but by pre- 
venting the taking of fish at this 
time. But out 'notion have changecl. 
We will now tell* the fishermen that 
they can not tike fish on their spawn 
ing beds or enroufe to them, out we 
will ask them to take a. representa- 
tive of the 
commission/ ' on board 


their boats — expert utfen tor fish mat- 
ters — as we have ? right to do under 
the law. 
Tbese men are authorized 


to pick out the finest female fishes 
and strip them of spawn. 
This is 


easily done while the fish are yet 
alive, and without injury of the fish 
so far as their marketable features 
are concerned . 


"Th-s spawa Is carefully cared for 


and artifically fertilized as can easily 
be done, and then taken to our hatch* 
eries- The possibilities of the strip- 
ping process may be realized when 
it is known! that a fair sized fish will 
produce on -the average about 15t»0 
eggs, and hundreds of thousands of 
them are taken each fall. The fisher- 
ness — and enter into the work with 
men are now coming to understand 
the results af our work— how it inure_ 
greatly to the bei«fit of their busi- 
enthusiasm and great desire to help 
us. 
• 
•> ' - Subject-to -Accident 
"As is usually the case when either 


plants or animals lay the foundation 
for such tremendous reproduction, the 
young offspring are subject to many 
accidents. The young fish as well as 
the spawn are the vict'ms of hun- 
dreds of enemies, both vegetable and 
animal, and the best authorities esti- 
mate that, left to hatch where the fish 
deposit the eggs-, the percentage of 
eggs thathatch is from 2 to 9 ner cent. 
As many of the young fish are killed 
within a few days after hatching — 
thea the mortality is highest — it can 
easily be seen that the tremendous* 
egg produc'ng power of the fish has 
little ultimate effect. 


"But see how different it is with the 


spawn, that we take and hatch in our 
hatcheries. We can successfully hatch 
from 72 to 90 percent of the eggs we 
get. 
There is no estimate or guess 


work about it. 
"We c*n count the 


eggs and the young fish. It is not 
what we can do, but vbat we are do- 
ing- 


"If therefore we can strip any con- 


siderable of the fish taken in this 
wayr the stock -of fish inj the lake in 
increased rather than diminished byj 
the catches- made as the fish are en- 
route to the spawning grounds. 


"That is exactly what is happening. 


Fisherman are our witnesses that the 
fish are ~K>w increasing in Lake Erie 
in spite of the fact that more — far 
more fish are now being taken then 
ever "before. All the fish that we pro- 
duce "n this way are turned back into 
Lake Erie as soon as they are lar^e 
enough. Herring acd whitefish do not 
do well in the rive>-s of the state."

OTHER QCARRELS 


There are numerous parallels for simultaneous <lis- 


eoverv or great scientific principles. Darwin and Al- 
fred Russell Wallace were practically coincidental in 
their announcement of the theory of evolution, but it 
was Darwin that reaped the highest rewards of tin- 
world's honors. Fulton's fame is being celebrated in a 
big time as the inventor of the steamboat, but the 
discoverv was made simultaneously with that of John 
Stevens of New York, who really antedated Fulton and 
steamed the Phoenix—which was completed the same 
year that witnessed the building of the historic Cler- 
inout—by sea to the Delaware. If Fulton and Living- 
stone had not had a monopoly of the Hudson for steam 
boats under the laws of New York, it is more than 
probable that Stevens and the Phoenix would be honor- 
ed instead of Fulton and the Clemiont. and it would 
now be a Hudson-Stevens celebration. 


Samuel F. B. Morse is honored as the discoverer 


of the electric telegraph, but a German, Steinhell. had 
made revolutionary progress in the same direction and 
demonstrated that the earth may be used as part of a 
telegraphic circuit. Morse's system. 
however. 
was 


adopted by the Germans themselves and 
Steinhell's 


discoveries went for naught. 
The simultaneous 
an- 


nouncement of the double discover}- of the Xorth pole 
seems to complete a remarkably interesting series of 
historical and scientific parallels.—Kansas City Jour- 
nal .

Reports just compiled by the Pennsylvania railroad show that of the 


46.907 passenger trains operated 
by it in the month of August, 42.576. or 


90.9 per cent, made schedule time. 


Owing to the heavy suburban travel in the viciniry of Philadelphia 


and Putsburg. the Philadelphia, Pittsburg and Maryland divisions lead in 
the number of trains operated. 
With a total of 16.043 passenger trains 


running over those three divisions in August, 14,953, or 93.2 per cent, of 
them made schedule time. 


In August the Philadelphia division operated 5.6SO passenger trains— 


a greater number than operated by any other division. 


The Pittsborg division was second with 5,215 ; the Maryland division 


operated 5,148 passenger trains : the Amboy division 4,789 and tbe New 
York division 3,3SO. 


Of the twenty-five divisions of the Pennsylvania railroad east of Pitts- 


burg and Erie, fifteen had records of more than 90 per cent, of trains 
making schedule time. The Cresson division had a percentage of 99, the 
ronemangb division 98.9. and the Baltimore. Putsburg 
and
